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PERPETUAL MOTION. 


A clock was exhibited to the Radium 
society the other day at its annual meet­ 
ing in Chicago that was guaranteed to run 
for ages, even adjustment being unneces­ 
sary for 2,500 years, which should meet 
all ordinary needs. 
It may be of no less 
significance than the first working model 
of the steam engine, but it does not follow 
that we are to look immediately to radio 
activity as a source of power, according 
to the Springfield, Mass., Republican. The 
ancient Greeks had the steam engine as a 
toy but their civilization decayed before it 
developed into actual usefulness, and a 
new civilization had to be far advanced 
before the world was ready for Watts and 
Stephenson. 
The leading physicists are 
not very sanguine about extracting power 
from the mighty atom, though many of 
them believe 
that 
ultimately it will be 
achieved. 
Energy derived from atomic disintegra­ 
tion Is of course not perpetual motion, al­ 
though when measured by the short span 
of human life, it may seem so. There are 
many natural forces, or derivatives of the 
central force that operates our solar sys­ 
tem, which may be utilized to make ma­ 
chines run for an indefinite period. The 
clock exhibited in Chicago may be con­ 
structed on a new principle, but it is by 
no means the first to dispense with wind­ 
ing. 
The tides could of course be used 
or the current of a river, but mechanical 
ingenuity has 
usually 
turned to subtle 
means. With sunshine available this trick 
is easy, but since the sun may be over­ 
cast, a highly ingenious plan was long ago 
.■worked out and exhibited in Paris by 
which the mere alternation of night and 
day was enough to keep a clock in mo­ 
tion. 
The method was not applicable to 
pocket timepieces, but London in the 19th 
century evolved a watch so constructed 
that the motion resulting from walking a 
mile or two a day would keep it wound, 
and for people of normal activity this 
should come near enough to perpetual mo­ 
tion. 
The impermanence of the works of man 
is shown, however, by the fact that in no 
case has automatic machinery long per­ 
sisted in action. 
For the race that built 
the pyramids for its monument it might 
not have 
been 
impossible 
to devise an 
eighth wonder of the world in the form 
of a machine driven by water power and 
so solidly constructed as to defy for ages 
the corrosion of time, but nothing of the 
sort seems to have been attempted, and 
so far as we know the mechanical motion 
initiated by the ancients had but a short 
duration. 
It is to be supposed that the 
modern works of man will survive longer? 
The odds are against a test of the claim 
that a clock set in motion now will keep 
time correctly for 2,500 years. 
It will be 
wonderful if historians 25 centuries hence 
should come upon some scrap of writing 
to show that we ancients had actually 
constructed such a device. 
As ruins the 
works of man may survive for thousands 
of years but the motion, which for a ma­ 
chine is life, is not long maintained when 
the hand of the maker is removed.

RAISE NO UNFOUNDED HOPE. 
A cure for cancer is so eagerly sought 
and would be so great a boon to sufrering 
humanity that it is unfortunate that what 
is pronounced to be a cure is announced 
in advance of its full demonstration. False 
hope on the part of the afflicted is to be 
avoided. 
Dr. T. J. Glover of Toronto 
claims to have isolated the germs of the 
disease and to have discovered a remedy 


that while not fully developed is produc­ 
ing “remarkable results.” 
Physicians while expressing hope that 
the cause of cancer and the remedy are 
about to be revealed are cautious about 
indorsing any supposed discovery in ad­ 
vance of absolute proof of its genuineness. 
The ablest surgeons in the land have con­ 
fidence that the long sought problem is 
about to be solved but until there is assur­ 
ance that it is reality false announcements 
are a cruelty to the afflicted. 
They raise 
hopes which are destined to be dashed to 
earth. 
Of course many forms of cancer are 
curable if taken in time. 
Thus far the 
knife is the only effective measure. What 
is sought is a remedy that will work at a 
stage after the knife is useless. 
Many a 
patient has undergone 
operation 
after 
operation only to succumb at last because 
the knife did not reach the root of the 
trouble. 
The intense suffering which the 
disease causes together with being slow in 
operation in many cases makes the appeal 
for relief especially urgent. 
That the dis­ 
ease kills 77,000 persons a year and is in­ 
creasing is the incentive to the profound 
study and experiment to uncover its se­ 
cret. 
Yet it is better to be without know­ 
ledge of what is being done than to have 
false news of progress. 


SO FEW WANT TO BE VICE. 


A number of eligibles for a place beside 
Calvin Coolidge on the republican ticket 
declined to entertain the idea. 
One man 
declined the honor 
after 
having 
been 
nominated. 
Why? 
A possible reason is that his­ 
tory indicates the office to be a poor in­ 
cubator for aspirations to higher place. 
The possibility of succeeding to the presi­ 
dency if the incumbent dies is uncertain, 
and at best an ascent to the presidency 
by virtue of a predecessor’s death is a 
success by default. 
Since the adoption in 
1804 of the twelfth amendment to the 
constitution, prescribing a new system of 
electing presidents and vice presidents, 
exactly one vice president has stepped 
from that office to the presidency by vir­ 
tue of an election. 
Roosevelt was elected 
after his succession on the death of Mc­ 
Kinley; but Millard Fillmore is the only 
vice president who has been transferred 
directly from the lower office to the presi­ 
dency by election since the beginning of 
the last century. 
The idea that election to the vice presi­ 
dency is a fairly reliable route to political 
oblivion appears to be more than a super­ 
stition. 
It comes pretty nearly being a 
fact, and an unfortunate one. 
It is re­ 
grettable that 
such 
an 
office, 
which 
should be made a splendid testing ground 
for likely presidential timber, has served 
only to obscure the undoubted talents 
and capacity of many of its occupants.

Almond Cake.—Cream one-third 
{Of a cupful of butter, add one cup­ 
ful of sugar, one-fourth cf a cup­ 
sful of milk, the yolks of six eggs 
.beaten and one cupful of flour eift- 
Jed with one teaspoonful of baking 
powder. Flavor with 
the grated 
[rind of a lemon. Beat the whites 
jOf the eggs stiff, add one cupful 
of sugar and one cupful of chopped 
^unbleached almonds. Mix the cake 
and spread the meringue and nuts 
;over the butter. Bake in a slow 
{oven. This cake may be baked In 
layers 
and 
put 
together 
with 
whipped cream or a cooked cream 
as filling, making a perfectly lus- 
[clous cake. 
Sponge Cake.—Beat the yolks of 
six eggs until thick, add one cupful 
!r*f finger gradually, and continue 
^eating; add one tablespoonful of 
(lemon Juice and the grated rind of 
half a lemon. Beat the whites of 
the eggs until stiff and fold in until 
partly mixed, then add one cupful 
of flour and a little salt. Bake one 
hour in a tube pan. 
) 
Rochester 
Chocolate 
Cake.__ 
Cream one-fourth of a cupful of 
•butter, add one cupful of sugar 
gradually, two squares of chocolate 
melted, two eggs well beaten, one- 
;nalf cupful of milk, one and one- 
third cupfuls of flour mixed and 
farted with three teaspoonfuls of 
baking powder and one-half tea­ 
spoonful of salt. Beat well, add a 
teaspoonful of vanilla and bake In a 
moderate oven forty-five minutes. 
Cover with:

Ice Cream Frosting.— Boll to a 
thread two cupfuls of sugar and 
pix tablespoonfuls of water; pour 
the sirup gradually over two well- 
beaten egg whites. Beat until thick, 
flavor and spread over the cake. 
Pudding sauce may be prepared 
■using fruit juices, canned or fresh,i 
water or vinegar with various flav«! 
orings, thickened with butter and 
flour.

Ducks and Loons Use Wings 
to Swim under Water 


Do ducks use their wings while 
swimming under water? 
The ques­ 
tion is discussed frequently among 
sportsmen and nature students, and 
opinions sometimes differ. Testimony 
of reliable authorities, however, sup­ 
ports the belief that various species of 
ducks and grebes, loons and other div­ 
ing birds do uso their wings when 
swimming beneath the surface for 
food or in trying to escape capture. 
A ruddy duck was observed in Lake 
Michigan not long ago, feeding in 
fifteen or twenty feet of clear water. 
As it got well started on its downward 
plunge, the wings, about two-thirds 
extended, were used in quick, short 
strokes at the rate of about one a 
second to assist in propelling it and in 
rising to tile top as well.
